ASKS FUND TO BRING

Washington, February 14.— The 
coroner’s jury which sought to deter- 
mine responsibility for the Knicker- 
bocker theater disaster has ordefed 
nine. men to be held for action of the 
grand jury. ‘The jury reported late 
Tuesday. 

It found that the 97 persons lost 
their lives when the theater collapsed 
January 28 because of “faulty design- 
ing and construction and inadequate 
supervision and inspection of the 
theater.” 

These men are being held on a tech- 
nical charge of involuntary man- 
slaughter, the maximum penalty for 
which is 15 years imprisonment. 

The nine men are or€fered to ap- 
pear in the office of United. States 
District Attorney Gordon Wednesday. 
Each will be asked to put up $5,000 
bond. The grand jury will at once 
begin its deliberations.

Reason for His Resigna- 
tion in Savannah.

Elaborates on Plan. 


Herbert E. Choate elaborated on 
his plan, which calls for a mayor, 
a council of 12 members, and a com- 
mission of five members to direct the 
f the city. 

“What I have designated as a com: 
mission of five in the outline of the 
composite plan heretofore submitted, 
is not a commission in the exact 
sense the term implies,’ he explained. 
“It will be seen that its method of 
creation differs from that of the con- 
ventional board of commissioners in 
that two of its members are elective 
and three are appointive, while the 
usual board of commisioners are all 
elective and enjoy equal powers. 

“A more exact terminology might 
designate the body contemplated in 
the plan I have submitted as an 
| executive council, but having provided 
for a city council, whose function is 
legislative, and to a certain extent 
supervisory, I wished to avoid any 
confusion in the popular mind. 

“T. wish also to suggest, as an ad- 
ditional phase of the charter, that te 
‘make the government responsive at all 
times the right of petition ought to 


|} be. given the widest possible recog-. 
4 nition and the commission should be 


so organized as tO make it always 
accessible to public appeal. 
For’ City Election. 


Bolling H. Jones argued for the 
election of council members by the 
city at large, declaring they would 
then feel a fuller sense of responsibil- 
ity to the entire city. In his opin- 
ion the mayor should be elected for 
a term of four years without the priv- 
ilege ta succeed himself, stating that 
“he wouldn’t spend half of his time 
then putting up- his fences for re- 
election.” He said he_ thought it 
might be all right for councilmen to 
succeed themselves once, 

Councilman J. R. Nutting pointed 
cout what he termed a compelling 
reason for electing council members 
by the city at large as the overwhelm- 
ing negro population in two of the 
wards. He said nominations should 
be made at a white primary. Coun- 
cilman Murphy had given views on a 
charter at previous sessions and stated 
that he had nothing further to add. 

Councilman Watkins declared that 
while the majority had expressed 
themselves against a city manager 
they had made speeches in favor of 
plan. He rapped Mayor Key’s 
advice to the commission urging it 
to “forget” a city manager, as “dog- 
matic.” 

Consulted People. 

The councilman declared that his 
plan had been introduced after con- 
sultation with upwards of 5,000 peo- 
ple, before whom he - had discussed 
it and who indorsed it. “E am confi- 
dent from the Srperenee I have had 
speaking to the people of this city 
that ‘the Atlanta plan would be 
adopted,” said Mr. Watkins. “I am 
fearful, however, that a plan which 
the people have had nothing to do 
with fixing, may be defeated.” Mr 
Watkins stated that he would agree 
to any plan “offering any real re 
form,” 

Chairman Willett, the final speaker, 
‘voiced his belief that a successful 
government depends more on the type 
of the electorate than the quality of 
the charter. He advocated a smaller 
legislative body.and the vesting of 
more power and responsibility in the 
mayor. He said he thought the city 
manager plan is the “most hopeful 
experiment for Atlanta,” but = an- 
nounced that his convictions were not 
definitely settled. 

The Junior Order plan, 4 repre- 
sentative form, was presented by W. 
R. Edwards. Attorney Crane's 
charter was also a_ representative 
plan. 

City Warden W. H. Johnson ap- 
peared before the commission and 
urged that the councilmanic body be 
given the recall power.

And this predicament, it has just 
been officially revealed, offers an ex- 
ample—perhaps the immediate. cause, 
because of its abiding annoyance—of 
why Harding recently came out in fa- 
vcr of‘ the old convention system as 
opposed to the direct , ry for sub- 
scription to party vores carefully 
formulated, rather than promulgation 
of personal ideas uttered without de- 
liberate consideration. 


Conflicting Stands: 


Connection of the bonu’ and direet 
primary questions, so far as Har- 
ding’s attitude toward beth is con- 
cerned, ‘has developed from a query 
on why he appeared to shift positions 
as regards soldiers’ compensation. The 
Guestion was first raised, when, after 
the president personally and his part 
platform, also, had advocated suc 
ccmpensation, the president some 
months ago advised congress against 
its passage at that. time. It has 
now arisen again with the question:

During his speeches in the presiden- 
tial primary campaign of 1921, Har- 
ding advocated bonus legislation to 
compensate soldiers who fought-in the 
great war. After his election he re- 
gorded his utterances during the pri- 
maries as a pledge. Qn all of his 
promises he has sought ‘to keep faith, 
and to this one, therefore, he is de- 
termined not to break fatth. It is 
for this reason that he. has been and 
still is disposed to be friendly to the 
bonus. 


Ghosts of Pledges. 


But the responsibility of the presi- 
dency reveals, he has learned, the 


risk of the primary campaign pledge. 


A president is confronted, after tak- 
ing office, with the difficult problem 
of making campaign promises confarm 
with a solemn regard for stability of 
government administration. 

Fortunately for the president, it is 
added, hé did not stipulate the time 
limit in which soldiers should receive 
the compensation promised. This 
fact left him free to recommend the 
postponement of consideration by the 
last congress and Is responsible for 
his position now, namely. that bonus 
legislation if passed immediately, must 
he passed in such manner as not to 
disrupt the financial stability of the 
government ar nation. 


Meantime, reflection on the bonus 


puzzle has been accompanied by re- 
iteration of his expression a few days 
aco. that he doesn’t like the direct 
primary system.

Englehardt, of Columbia university, 
who is engaged in making a survey 
of the school needs of the city for 
the bond commission.

Violation of the ordinance would be 
made an offense punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $200 or a term in the 
city stockade of not to exceed 30 
days, either or both to be imposed at 
the discretion of the recorder. 

Under the present law the number 
of pool tables governs the license as- 
sessed operators, a yearly tax of $30 
being fixed by the city on eachetable. 

Mr. Woodall and Mr. Watkins will 
withdraw a pending ordinance intro- 
duced by them at the last meeting of 
council calling for a charter amend- 
ment placing a license of $1,000 a 
year on pool rooms and which would 
also restrict their operation t@ a 
limited zone dewntown, upon the idea 
that stricter police surveillance could 
be maintained oeyr them. 

Mr. Woodall has been touring the 
city’s poolrooms recently making a 
study of conditions. He declares that 
they are frequented by idlers and 
loafers and are made lounging places 
by men and boys of the criminal type. 
The atmosphere of the poolrooms is 
responsible for the downfall of more 
youths in Atlanta than all other evil 
environments put together, he charges.

LAWS 10 BE ASKED 


Chief Examiner T. B. Conner, of the 
Georgia securities commission, told 
the members of the Bond club, of At- 
lanta, at their meeting at the Ansley 


hotel night, that his commission 
vould @fomnesa in its next annual 
report the governor that the se- 
curities law be amended so as to re- 
quire a license from every dealer in 


securities, whether the _ securities 


themselves came within the provisions 
of the law or not. 

_Mr. Conner added that the commis- 
sion felt that many securities’ in 
class “C” were better investments 
than some securities in the exempted 
classes, and that it was unfair both 
to dealers and investors that any pen- 
alties should be attached to handling 
them. As the law is now construed by 
the commission, a license is required 
from dealers in class “‘C” securities, 
but none is required of dealers in 
classes “A” and “B.” This had re- 
sulted in confusion, as some dealers 
had withdrawn their class “C” se- 
curities from sale in Georgia, while 
others who had so far this year sold 
no class “C”’ securities had felt them- 
selves bound under: the law to qualify 
and had obtained licenses. 


all deflers in securities, Mr. Conner 
said, Georgia would be following the 
example of Massachusetts, Indiana 
and other “‘blue sky” states, which had 
the most up-to-date laws. The com- 
mission would then maintain a high 
standard for dealers and look to them 
in the main to exercise great care in 
the character of the securities they 
sold, he said. In most cases, he add- 
ed that he thought the filing of 
the circular used to sell the security 
would give it all the information 
about class “C’”’ issues that it needed. 
Mr. Conner told the bond dealers 
that the securities commission had not 
licensed the sale this year of any oil 
or mining stocks whatever and that 
all securities of this kind that might 
be sold in Georgia now were offered 
in violation of the law. It is the 
duty of anyone solicited for oil stock 
to have the solicitor arrested, or, at 
least, to report the fact to the com- 
mission, he said. Every stock sales- 
man is required by the law to show 
a license from the securities commis- 
sion before offering securities for sale, 
he asserted. 

The Bond club is composed of local 
dealers in bonds and other high-class 
securities. Most of the securities of- 
fered by its members are exempt from 
the provisions of the law. William C. 
Wardlaw, vice president of the Trust 
Company of Georgia, is president of 
the club, and S. B. Blodgett, vice

Hollomon Tells History 
Of Farm Marketing Law 


BY JAMES ‘A. HOLLOMON, 
Constitution Bureau, 

Raleigh Hotel. 
Washington, February 14.—(By 
Constitution "eased Wire.)—Sustain- 
ed effort for nearly three years by 
organized farmers has just been re- 
warded by the passage by the senate 
of the co-operative marketing bill. A 


similar bill passed tne house some 
months ago. ‘The bill popularly known 
to farmers us the Capper-Volstead 
or the Capper-Hersman-Volstead bill 
immediately became a law since the 
house promptly voted to accept the 
senate amendment. 

The history of the movement to se- 
cure a more satisfactory position for 
farmers co-operative associations is of 
immediate interest and nationwide im- 
portance . The first gun publicly fired 
was when the national board of farm 
organizations in laying out what was 
known as the “farmers win the war. 
program” in August, 1918, declared: 

“We therefore urge upon congress 
the necessity of such an amendment 
to the anti-trust laws as will clearly 
permit farmer’s organizations to make 
collective sales of the farm, ranch and 
dairy products produced by their 
members. Such organizations with 
liberty of action. can insist that the 
agencies engaged in processing and dis- 
tributing sell such products at prices 
as low as may be consistent with the 
cost of production and distribution.” 

Adopted unanimously with delegates 
from nearlv forty states representing 
the great farmer organizations, state 
commissioners of agricultural and mar- 
keting directors. important farm jour- 
nals and a notable group of senators 
and representatives as suests of the 
oceasion, the demand for necessarv 
legislation was given the impetus which 
has resnited in the enactment finally 
of the Canper-Volstead bill. 

Other Needs Sounded. , 

Repeatedly upon other memorable’ 
occasionS was the need and the voice 
of agriculture made manifest by the 
national board of farm organizations, 
as when the clear cut statement at 
the national meeting of the board held 
February 11-12, 1919, was urged upon 
the board’s member organizations that 
“they and their respective individual 
members cofmmunicate with their rep- 
resentatives in congress urging the 
enactment of such amendments.” 

The board again in national con- 
ference September 16-17, 1919, in part 
declared : 

“We believe the time has come 
when the millions of farmers, not only 
in their own interest but in the in- 
terest of consumers should have the 
clearly expressed right both of state 
and federal laws to bargain collective- 
ly and we ask for such clarification 
of existing statutes that such collec- 
tive bargaining may be conducted 
without fear of prosecution. 

“The principles enunciated by the 
Capper-Hersman bill have _ reeeived 


the approval of farmers generally 
throughout the country and we insist 


— these principles be enacted into 
Ww 99 


At another convention of the board 
held in Washington, February 19-20, 
1920, it was urged: 

1920 Convention. 


“That an act embracing the essen- 
tial principles of such bill be at once 
reported out in order that by free 
and open discussion and action on 
the floor of congress it may be deter- 
mined what if any interest are oppos- 
ed to such legislation and the reasons 
for such opposition.” 

The general conference of the board, 
méeting in Columbus, Ohio, September 
1-3, 1920, in order to meet at first 
hand with both the republican ana 
dsmocratic nominees for the resi- 
dency, still again declared as follows: 

“We demand that all restrictions 
and discriminations be removed which 
make it impossible for the formation 


the part of the producers and con- 
sumers and that co-operative market- 
ing organizations of farmers engaged 
in interstate commerce be given the 
same opportunities in marketing their 
products in all respects as that en- 
joyed by private enterprises under 
similar conditions.” 

Subsequently upon other suitable 
occasions when the national board of 
farm organizations convened similar 
declarations declaring the necessity 
for the enactment of co-operative leg- 
islation were adopted and upon all 
occasions and continuously from the 
firing of the opening gun in August, 
1918, a constant and increasingly suc- 
cessful campaign of education was 
carried on to show the general public 
and the national congress of the neces- 
sity for the legislation desired. Both 
political parties went on record in 
1920 in their national platforms for 
similar legislation.

I doubt whether, r, taken all together, 
the distractions of modern college life 
are any larger in volume than those 
of 20 years ago, although they are 
different in character and more in 
evidence. The remedy lies not in 
finding fault with the situation, or in 
trying simply by direct action to re- 
press athletics. It lies, rather, in the 
tdirection of utilizing physical train- 
{ing as part of the education of the 
students and so ordering it as to in- 
; crease the interest in recreational and 
intramural athletics, while at the 
same time making educational re 
quirements more rigid. 

Faculty te Blame. 


Whatever there is of low standards 
and ‘ack of intellectual ambition 
among university students is due, 
largely, in my opinion, to the failure 
of faculty, on the one hand, to im- 
press students with the intellectual 
life, and on the other hand, to appre 
ciate and upilize more largely in theig 
educational niethods the college active 
ities which most interest students. 

It is true that something must be 
done in the interests of athletics, as 
well as for other reasons, to suppress 
gambling, the expenditure of undue 
amounts of money and time by stu- 
dents on intercollegiate games, and the 
use of students and their games by 
self-seeking outsiders im spectacular 
and other demoralizing ways. But wa 
can only remedy this, not by repres- 
sion, but by substituting other mo« 
tives. ~

mansion was sold a@ auction by B. 
Bernard, representing the state. A 
crowd was present at the sale and 
showed much interest in the relies as 
they were placed on sale. 

The Atlanta chapter of the United 
Daughters of the Confederacy 
through Mrs. John A. Perdue, pur- 
chased much of the furniture for use 
in the new chapter house of that or- 
ganization. Some of the furniture 
possessing historic interest was 
loaned to the chapter at the order of 
Governor Hardwick. ‘“{t was found 
that the governor lad ho authority 
to give the furniture to the chapter, 
hence several purchases were made in 
addition to the furniture loaned. 

The. silverware used by Georgia 
governors, some of it since 1870 when 
the mansion was first purchased, was 
not sold, but will be held for use in 
a new mansion.

In the list of property sold were 
several large mirrors, the parlor suit 
of furniture, settees and chairs, and 
rugs. Some statuary said te have 
been purchased for the state by Alex- 
ander H. Stephens was purchased by 
the U. D. CG.

will never be seen again by surgeons 
or by any one else. 
The Welcome Home. 

“He was welcomed back home with 
acclamations. ‘The returning _ hero, 
the conqueror who had fought abroad 
and won the greatest triumph in the 
history of man, was enthusiastically 
welcomed ho ‘behold the conquer- 
ing hero co Then what? There 
was the burial of an unknown soldie: 
here in Washington city. Grave sen- 
ators, the highest public offtials, the 
most prominent citizens, attended, and 
the unknown. soldier was buried here 
with pomp and ceremony, at great ex- 
pense. During the funeral, there was 
a known soldier who committed sui- 
cide in this city, because he was on 
the verge of starvation and despair 
had taken possesion of his soul. 
There was no light of glory in his 
eye, then. His own countrymen had 
extinguished it, by their coldness and 
their neglect. 

“On yesterday, the senator from 
Idaho (Mr. Borah), addressing the 
senate at length in opposition to the 
bonus bill, took the position that 
the disabled soldier alone was entitled 
te compensation at this time. Mr. 
President, did I misunderstand the 
senator? I thought the senator from 
Idaho was about to rise, and that, 
perhaps, I had misunderstood him. I 
will state it again, and if I am incor- 
rect, I invite correction. I under- 
stood the senator from Idaho to say 
that the only line of distinction he 
could draw between the soldier and 
other citizens was.tha* of disability. 


Refutes Argument. 


“Mr. President, I can not indorse 
that line of reasoning. Are battles 
won by disabled soldiers? Those who 
are killed in battle die ‘the beautiful 
death of a soldier,’ but they do not win 
the battle. The disaosled soldier, no- 
bly risking his life and being put out 
of action, does not win the battle. 
No matter how much the dead man 
may have contributed, no matter how 
much the disabled man may have 
contributed, he goes not win the bat- 
tle. The Hindenburg line, and all 
other lines, are broken by men who 
are neither dead nor disabled. Two 
soldiers confronting the enemy, equal 
in bravery, equal in the sense of serv- 
ice, take exactly the same risk. One 
is shot down. The other goes for- 
ward and wins the victory. In what 
degree is the patriotism of the one 
less than that of the other? By 
what process of reasoning do you 
reach the conclusion that the man who 
fortunately escapes injury or death 
deserves less at the hands of his coun- 
try than the man who is so unfortu- 
nate in taking the same risks as to’ 
be disabled or killed? Mr. Presi- 


| dent, the test of the senator from Ida- 


ho has never been applied anywhere, 
at any time. It certuinly never has 
been applied in this country. 

“The other night I was reading the 
biography of Captain James Law- 
rence, who is known to fame _ be- 
ecuse, when being carried below 
decks, mortally wounded, he said to 
those who were bearing him down:

late Admiral Dewey. 


Oid Time Bonus. 


“I find on page 34 of this volume 
au account given of the sea fight in 
the Mediterranean, in which the En- 
terprise, commanded by Lieutenant 
Sterritt, took part, on which vessel 
Lawrence was serving at the 
time. In the sea fight many 
of the enemy were killed and 
many wounded, but not a_ single 
American sailor or marine was hurt. 
The affair created great interest in 
the United States, and congress re- 
warded Sterritt with promotion and 
# sword, and voted a month’s pay to 
each of the crew. : 

“That extra month’s pay, Mr. Presi- 
dent, was as truly a bonus as if 
they had been given outright $100 
apiece. There has been some dis- 
cussion here as to whether compen- 
sation #8 the same as gratuity. Mr. 
President, it is a distinction without 
« difference. A ‘gift is something 
that is given without any precedent 
consideration or any consideration ex- 
pected. It is totally dissociated from 
value received—a gift. 

“Mr. President, suppose you call 
compensation just that. It is for the 
service. Suppose you lift it out of 
the treasury and call it a gsrateity ; 
it is based on service. Therefore it 
is not a gift. It seems to me that 
the senator from Idaho was some- 
what confused in his reasoning when 
he took the position that in a case 
like this there could be a difference 
between a gratuity and a compensa- 
tion, both being based upon service.

On Raising. Money. 


Concerning the proposed plans for 
paying the bonus the, Georgian said: 
“I thought the plan proposed by 
the senator from North Dakota, Mr. 
McCumber, was far from perfect. It 
seemed to me crude, unsatisfactory, 
most burdensome to the government 
and not offering much promise to the 
soldier. I think the plan of the sena- 
tor from North Carolina, Mr. Sim- 
mons, was very nearly ideal in its 
character.
